HAVANA, Jan. 3 (AP)

Castro and his i 
temporary president, Ju 
Manuel Urrutia, were ieeaee 
flying from the provisional cap- 
ital of Santiago in 
Cuba. They .were expected at 
any moment. 

Between dawn and noon it 
was estimated that more than 
6000 of Castro's fighting men 
from eastern provinces had 
reached Havana in jeeps and 
trucks. More were on the way. 

Hailing of Urrutia. 

The Cuban people every- 
where and all the nation’s ra- 
dio and television systems and 
newspapers hailed Urrutia as 
a new temporary chief execu- 
tive. 

Apparently the rebel move- 
ment intended to pin down 
security before either Castro 
or Urrutia entered the city. 

Thousands of troops, 
and civilian militia teok up 
strategic positions around the 
capital to guard against 
remnants of supporters of Ful- 
gencio Batista, the fallen pres- 
ident. 

Thousands of Cubans who 
had stayed behind locked doors 
after long hours of rioting, 
looting and other . disorders 
came out into the bright sun- 
shine, cheering Castro’s men 
wherever they appeared. 


The general revolutionary 
strike was still on but some 
stores were furtively passing 


out food supplies to customers. 
The Castro forces, seeking to 
avoid any further disorders, 
proclaimed they had cut off all 
supplies of hard liquor both to 
soldiers and the population. 
Some Diehards Remain. 
Castro’s forces are firmly in 
control of the whole island but | 


they still face the prospect of | 


cleaning up diehard remnants 
of the Batista regime hiding 
out in Havana. 

Maj. Gen. Eulogio Cantillo, 
chief of the armed forces under 
the short-lived military junta 
that took over after Batista fled 
fo the Dominican Republican, 
was arrested. 

Castro had accused Cantillo 
of betraying him after making 
a deal to hand over Batista and 
his top aids along with reins of 
the Cuban government, 

The Cuban Supreme Court 
refused to swear in Batista’s 
choice for his successor, Carlos 
Piedra. Since then Cuba has 
been without a government. 

The rebels completed their 
takeover of the country last 
night when their forces came 
out of the hills and assumed | 
control of all army — 
government buildings and p 
lice stations in Poem teh 
Pinar del Rio province.

The major American achieve- 
ment was the Atlas, launched 
as a satellite last Dec. 18 and 
still in orbit.

In the American experi- 
ments, gaseous sodium was 
ejected from a rocket at twi- 
light, and, catching the light 
of the already-set sun, it 
glowed “three times as bright 
as the moon.”

mond R. Tucker said last night. 

He said he had po | 
commission, which uir 
to. make an pomomely pt pe 
municipal salaries, asking that 
no proposals be made a.

Drastic cuts in municipal 
services already will be re- 
quired for the next fiscal] year 
because of insufficient reve- 
nut to meet existing costs. the 


Mayor said on a television 
show, or substantial tax in- 
creases will be necessary to 


maintain these services at ex- 
isting levels. 
Deficit Make-up. 


The $2,500,000 deficit be- 
ing incurred in the present 


fiscal year, which ends March 
31, must be cleaned up before 
appropriations can -be made 
for next year's operating pur- 
poses, he stated. 

Because the deficit arose 
from revenue shortages. rather 
than overspending, at least $5.- 
000,000 would have to be cut 


from next year’s spending, as | 


compared with this year, to 
keep within revenue, or a like 
amount must be raised by ad- 
ditional taxes to maintain op- 


erations on the current level 
and keep a balanced budget. 
This year’s budget was de- 


scribed at the time of its adop- 
tion as an “austerity” budget, 
providing only for the most 
Vital municipal services. 

This situation would prohibit 
the city from considering any 
proposals which might reduce 
Its income from current reve- 
nue sources, the Mayor pointed 
out. These include proposals 
to provide certain exemptions 


in earninigs tax paymentS or 
to eliminate the tolls on the 


municipally-owned and operat- 
ed MacArthur Bridge. 

He expressed the hope that 
the Missouri Legislature would 
enable the city to solve some 
of its financial problems by 
lifting the current ceiling on 
the tax levied by the city on 
earnings. 

Tax Inadequate. 

Increases in property taxes 
which the city could levy to 
the maximum permitted under 


the State Constitution would 
be insufficient to meet the 
needs, he said. The city has 


authority to levy 4 cents addi- 
tional on each $100 of assessed 
valuation ‘on real estate and 
tangible personal property, but 
this would bring in only $660,- 
OUD. 

The deficit this year resulted 
chiefly from substantial de- 
creases in merchants’ and man- 
ufacturers’ tax payments, from 
a slump in earnings tax reve- 
nue and from the failure of 
certain license tax measures to 
bring in the revenue anticipat- 
ed for them, the Mayor said 

Much of the reason for the 
$1,400,000 decline in merchants 
and manufacturers taxes re- 
sulted trom a decrease in the 
number of firms, he _= said. 
About 170 fewer manufactur- 
ers and about 1300 fewer 
merchants filed tax returns last 
year than in the previous year, 
the Mayor said. 

The taxes on merchants and 
manufacturers are levied both 
against their sales and their 
inventories. The Mayor said a 
substantial amount of the de- 
creased taxes resulted because 
both groups carried smaller 
inventories in last year’s busi- 
ness recession. 

Decline in Revenues. 

Earnings tax payments will 
be about $250,000 less than es- 
timated, apparently also the 
result of the business slump 
last year, and bridge tolls are 
down about $200,000, the result 
of decreased usage during re- 
pair work on the vehicular 
deck in the year. Other sources 
of revenue have also come be- 
low anticipations.

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Case for Excellence 


In Missouri as in other states, the Legisla- 


ture in coming weeks will be considering the 


pressing demands for more money to support 
public universities and colleges. The steady 
expansion of student enrollments, following 
the “baby boom” curve, makes more money 
essential. We believe it makes something 
else essential—stiffer entrance requirements. 

The boards of Missouri's public institutions 
of higher learning have the legal right to set 


reasonable standards for admission. It is 
time they began to exercise it. 
The trend already is apparent. Admission 


to, say, Harvard is considerably more difficult 
than it was 10 or 20 years ago. This is true 
of other first-rank universities, and colleges. 

The higher requirements are revealed by 
a glance at the College Board examinations 
and tests for scholarships. They are reflected 
in the clamor for better. high school instruc- 
tion. The college which asks no more of an 
applicant than a high school diploma is be- 
coming a rarity. 

- . ~ 

Exceptions are the state institutions and 
also those marginal schools which find it diffi- 
cult to recruit students despite the rush to the 
campus. And state university faculties often 
wish they could select their students as pri- 
vate schools do. In fact, the University of 
Iowa and others have taken a first step toward 
asking would-be students to show their ability 
to do college work. 

Automatic admission can be unsatisfactory 
for all concerned. For the school, it means 
an inordinately large freshman class. For 
the student, it may mean early and disap- 
pointing dismissal. For the teacher, it means 
the effort to cope with mediocrity. 

This is inevitable in a democracy, one hears; 
but is it? Actually, democracy demands only 
equality of opportunity. Equal education for 
all is impossible. Learning is personal. It de- 
mands serious effort—and, let us face it, ca- 
pacity not granted all. To pretend other- 
wise will not give us the highly trained spe- 
cialists demanded by the times. To that end, 
state universities should match the standards 
of the better private schools: Some of them— 
at random: Michigan, Wisconsin, California— 
have been doing this despite handicaps. But 
without some selectivity in admissions, such 
schools hardly can be expected to maintain 
high standing. Teaching at almost any level 
is geared to the average, so it was no surprise 
to hear a visiting Russian educator say that 
in some classrooms he felt he was attending 
a slow-motion movie.

The United States cannot hope to have an 
adequate number of competent teachers for 
the next 10 or 20 years. Already standards 
for instructors are being lowered. That way 
lies decline and decay. Bluntly, good teachers 
will have to be hoarded for good students. 
The alternative is a sacrifice of that excel- 
lence without which the nation cannot have 
great scientists or great statesmen. 

There will have to be an improvement in 
high school and primary grade instruction as 
a preparation for college. That will take time. 
But meanwhile the state universities must 
stiffen their academic demands. This is not 
undemocratic. It is necessary. 

We in America have been curiously plagued 
by the fear of an educational elite. We have 
tended to distrust intellectual achievements 
that are not to be had by everyone on equal 
terms. There has been too little pride and 
understanding among Americans of the qual- 
ity of excellence. 

So said Julius Adams Stratton, the new 
president of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. The “levelling” atitude must 
give way to good sense. Men and women in- 
tensively educated are needed by the nation, 


Novel Enough 

Automobile manufacturers, says U.S. News 
& World Report, “are not yet sure whether 
the appeal of the foreign car actually is econ- 
omy or the sense of novelty in owning an im- 
port.” We have heard the theory that small 
car buying represents a kind of snob-appeal- 
in-reverse of owning something less than 20 
feet long with chromed fins. But the maga- 
zine answers this argument with arguments 
of hard cash. 

A typical American car, says the magazine, 
would cost $2870 at retail and could be fi- 
nanced for 36 months with a monthly pay- 
ment of $73, considering all charges. A small 
foreign car retailing at $1800 would mean 
monthly charges of only $47 on the same 
basis. Moreover, the small car would save 
$120 a year in gasoline costs on the basis of 
12,000 miles of travel a year. 

By the end of 1958, 10 per cent of American 
purchasers were turning to small cars. If a 
sense of novelty appealed to them, what is 
more nicely novel than saving money? 


Africa’s Road Ahead 


Westerners who appraise the African move- 
ment toward independence and unification— 
recently exemplified by the All-African Peo- 
ple’s Conference in Accra, the capital of 
Ghana, and the decision to consolidate Ghana 
and now independent French Guinea—feel 
sympathetic and yet have misgivings. So 
much is being attempted by so few. 

How can one fail to agree with Premier 
Obafemi Awolowo of Western Nigeria who 
says that a British and a Greek villager have 
more in common than a Sokoto and an Ijaw 
villager of Nigeria? The Briton and the 
Greek are products of a common Graeco-Ro- 
man.culture. The Nigerians have utterly 
opposed cultures and religions, Christianity 
and Islam. Most Africans speak languages 
strange to each other. They have been sepa- 
rated by deserts and jungles, barriers only 
recently crossed by radio and plane. Indi- 
vidual loyalties are to tribes rather than to 
new states. Illiteracy is appalling. So is the 
dearth of the many professional skilis essen- 
tial to government. 

Despite the enthusiasm of leaders, there 
still is considerable indifference among the 
people. Thus the Central African Republic— 
now semi-autonomous within the French com- 
munity—found it necessary to pass a law 
fjrst of all against idleness and nudism. And 
Sekou Toure, who persuaded Guinea to 
vote 95.4 per cent in favor of immediate inde- 
pendence, is threatening to introduce forced 
labor, Chinese style, to overcome lackadaisi- 
cal tribal minds, and to re-introduce the old 
practice of cutting off a hand to stop thievery. 
He threatens the thousands of idlers with 
scaffold. “France had the guillotine,” 
says, “Guinea shall have the scaffold.” Is 


independence movement is that it is—perhaps 
inevitably—directed against the white man. 


His record in parts of Africa is nothing to be 
proud of. Yet Africa needs the white man 
more than ever. It wants to reconstitute itself 
largely in his pattern. Only he can explain 
it. He might be able to supply the steadiness 
essential if new countries are not to be driven 
—as, for example, the Sudan was—to the re- 
course of arbitrary military rule, no guarantee 
for grand aspirations. 

The leaders of Ghana seem to understand 
this. They may persuade others to govern 
their emotion by the rule of practicality. The 
United States also may help. The American 
Government and American industries should 
find many ways of being useful. in Africa. 
And such a response to African needs would 
be one of the best ways of keeping the “dark 
continent” in harmony with the West. 


Now the Fourth Man 


Eastern Airlines, which resumes operations 
here Sunday, has settled a dispute involving 
its pilots and flight engineers by giving in to 
both. This may prove a high price to pay 
even for ending a costly 39-day strike which 
had grounded 188 planes. 

While other issues were involved in the 
dispute, the main issue was whether flight 
engineers—who provide the “third man” in 
the cockpit—should be trained as pilots. The 
engineers objected; the pilots insisted upon 
such training. Both unions were concerned 
as to loss of jobs if faster jet planes reduce 
the number of flights. Both had in mind set- 
ting a pattern for the day of the jets. 

This essentially jurisdictional dispute, which 
caught Eastern in the middle, was somewhat 
complicated by advice of two federal boards. 
A presidential emergency fact-finding board 
recommended that the engineers be trained 
as pilots. Eastern then offered to provide 
such training, but the engineers objected. 
Later the Civil Aeronautics Board ruled that 
flight training was not required for safety 
reasons. And so the engineer’s strike 
proceeded. 

How did Eastern cut through the impasse? 
First the airline agreed that the engineers 
would not be required to take pilot training. 
Then it signed an agreement with the pilots 
to put a third pilot in the cockpits of its jets. 
In short, the jets will have four men operating 
them instead of three. 

Nobody recommended this solution—not the 
two federal boards, nor even the opposed 
unions. Eastern apparently arrived at this 
solution-as the only way out. But the result 
looks suspiciously like featherbedding which 
could prove costly to the airline and its paying 
passengers. The four-man crew is a risky 
precedent to set for the day of faster jet 
service, 


Clearance for a Governor? 


It seems impossible to make the classic 
shift from the serious to the silly more quick- 
ly in any other field than that of “security.” 
Reasonably good evidence for this hypothesis 
is the notice served on California’s newly 
elected Gov. Pat Brown that he must pass a 
“security test’ before assuming one of his 
constitutional duties—that of presiding over 
the Board of Regents of the University of 
California. 

The secretary of the regents has informed 
Gov. Brown that the university is carrying on 
a number of secret projects for the Govern- 
ment; that as ex officio president of the board 
he might learn about some or all of these, 
and that therefore he must get a clearance 
from the FBI or the Defense Department be- 
fore attending a board meeting. 

Lawyers would have an extraordinary beau- 
tiful kettle of fish to admire if by any chance 
Gov. Brown refused to take the test or—per- 
ish the thought!—if he flunked it. Would a 
departmental regulation take precedence over 
the California constitution and keep a legally 
elected official from doing his sworn duty? 

We do not really fear that Gov. Brown will 
have any trouble. But the incident is another 
reminder that it would be well to confine se- 
curity procedures to those in truly “delicate” 
positions. Others might be given the benefit 
of the doubt so long as they commit no overt 
acts against their country—especially duly 
elected governors. 


The Bridges and the State 


One of the questions arising as a direct 
consequence of any attempt to eliminate tolls 
on all the Mississippi river bridges in the St. 
Louis area involves bridge maintenance. As- 
suming for the sake of argument that the Jef- 
ferson Barracks, MacArthur, Eads, Veterans, 
McKinley and Chain of Rocks spans could be 
made toll free, who would be responsible for 
maintaining and operating them? 

The needs of Missouri's largest city for free 
bridges suggest that it is the responsibility 
of the Missouri State Highway Commission to 
take the lead in persuading the Illinois high- 
way agency to share the burden with it. Prece- 
dent and the law reinforce this view. Costs 
of maintaining the six toll-free bridges span- 
ning the Mississippi between the two states 
are now shared jointly by the two state high- 
way departments.

More than that, the Missouri statutes direct 
the Highway Commission to include as part 
of the state highway system toll bridges form- 
ing a common boundary between Missouri 
and Illinois. The law also requires that the 
state maintain and operate approaches to these 
bridges as part of the state highway system. 
Surely the state also ought to maintain the 
bridges themselves once they are free. 

The Missouri statutes give the Highway 
Commission authority to join with the Illinois 
road agency in making contracts with the 
operators of toll bridges such as those in St. 
Louis. The toll operators agreeing, the state 
agencies could iointly maintain and operate 
the bridges and collect tolls on them until 
their indebtedness had been cleared, after

Britain Should Join the Common Market 


Vuch to Be Gained

The Free Trade Area (FTA) de- 
bacle has led to the suggestion that 
Britain might join the common mar- 
ket. By undertaking this political 
commitment, Britain and the Com- 
monwealth might get better eco- 
nomic terms than in any other way. 

The principal economic arguments 
against joining arise from the fact 
that the common market ‘hereafter 
called CM) has a harmonized outer 
tariff, an average of the tariffs of 
the members. If 
all Britain's tar- 
iffs were harmon- 
ized, some of its 
F ordinary tariffs 
0; would come down 
but some of the 
zero or low tariffs 
it places on many 
Commonwealth 
raw materials and manufactures 
would rise. Critics argue that this 
change would (a) raise our raw ma- 
terial costs: (b) upset the Common- 
wealth preference system. 

The argument about raising Brit- 
ain’s costs on the whole affects only 
imports from the Commonwealth. 

As far as raw materials and fuel 
are concerned, it now seems. that 
out of a total import of £728 mil- 
lion only lead, zinc, and aluminum 
seem likely to be well above the 
present U.K. tariff. 


The real difficulty about semi-man- 
ufactures and finished manufactures 
arises from the principle of Com- 
monwealth free entry. It was largely 
to preserve this political as well as 
economic principle (not because of 
manufacturing costs) that the United 
Kingdom made such a fuss at the 
start about keeping separate national 
tariffs. A glance at the figures makes 
it clear that the present interest of 
the Commonwealth in exports of 
manufactures to the United King- 
dom is small.
